Madrid, Funeo..The Government apprehending 


that fomerhing will be undertaken againft Catalo- 
nia, the more becavfe the French are erecting 
preat Magazines on their Frontier, and their 
Troops ia Motion, have ordered a confiderabie 
Namber of Fofces to march with all Speed to Ca- 
talonia, and an other Party to Arragon. Count Co- 
ningfeck the Imperial Ambaffador, confers daily 
with our Minifters, and continually imporrones 
them to fend without any longer Delay, the Subfi- 
dies which were promifed the Emperor his Matter, 
for affecting of which, he would have the Govera- 
ment take two Millions of Pieces of Bight out of 
the Advice Ship, which arrived laft Week at Cadix 
from our Weft Indies.. Colonel Stanhope is ftill at 
his Country Houfe near Aranjuez, intending to con- 
tinue there till the Courier difpatched the 26th laft 
to his Court come back. 


Vienna, June rt. The King of Spain has writ a 
very long and obliging Letter to the Emperor con- 
cerping the Affair of the D. of Riperda, requeft-. 
ing at the fame Time, That the Baron, Son of that 
Duke, may be put under Arreft, on Sufpicion of 
being concerned in the Practices of his Father.
